‘agin the sentence quoted above, and 
boundedby quotation marks, which ar- 
gues very well for the sharpness of 
“Brastas,” but very poorly for his candor 
and fuirness. What we did say, was 
this,—and ‘we quote the paragraph at 
length.—We observed a communica- 
tion in the Marysville Appeal some few 
days since, over the signatnre of “ZEras- 
tus,” in which the writer reyiews quite 
ably, and at some lerigth the duty of the 
Union party in ‘this matter. With. the 
most of the propositions of that writer, 
we cordially agree ; but we submit that 
it is not good policy to select the next 
Senator from that class of men in the 
Union party, whose antecedents have 
been opposed to the doctrines of the late 
Republican party, They of course can 
‘claim no superior right to appropriate 
that office ; but it is generally conceded 
that when. Mr. Conness was taken to 
succeed Latham, McDougal’s successor 
should come from the old line Republi- 
cans, ‘Asa general thing we believe 
men of Democratic antecedents concede 
this point.

Coat O1.—Few events exhibit such a 
striking illustration of the old saying, 
“that people may be possessed of riches 
without kwowing it,” as the present ex- 
citement about coal oil in this State, 


For years before California had become 


famous for her gold, silver, and ‘copper 
mines, the existence of getroleum and 
asphaltum was known to the crews of 
vessel that traded to this coast for hides 


|} and tallow, and other articles of com- 


merce. -These vessels used the asphal- 
tum in lieu of tar, but no one ever sup- 
posed that the immense quantities of this 
substance that may be found along the 
coast from the line of San Luis Obispo, 
where the Kuyamas river enters the sea, 
to the boundary of Los Angeles, opposite 
Anacupa—was of any commercial val- 
ue, till. within the past few months 
There is probably no portion of the globe 
that contains greater indication of the 
existence of immerse reservoirs of coal 
oil, than the coast of California. An 
immense deposit appears to underlie the 
whole country from Buena Vista Lake 
to the ocean ; fer in boring for water 
it has been met with in unpleasant 
quantities. A spring of it boils up in 
mid-channel, opposite to the: northern 
end of the island of Santa Cruz, which is 
of excellent quality, and is sometimes 
found so abundant as to be easily gath- 
ed from the surface of the sea by pass- 
ing vessels. 

Near the Carpentaria it is found close 
tothe sea-beach mixed with sand and 
clay. In another place on the: sea-cliffs 
of the Dos Pueblos farm, it is met in 
fine veius as brittle as rosin ; while in 
the hills near the Mission of San Bu- 
‘enaventura the earth, for thousands of 
acres, is impregnated with the substance 
in a most extraordinary degree, and, in 
some places, eil of an excellent quality 
may be obtained by simply digging a 
hole a few feet deep. Valuable and ex- 
tensive deposits, both of aspbaltum . and 
liquid pitch, are also found in the vicin- 
ity of the San Yuez river. The forma- 
tion extends into the upper valley of the 
Kuyamas, farther east. 

The most celebrated and best known 
deposit:of asphaltum rock in the State 
ig that on the Goleta farm, nine miles 
from Santa Barbara. The substance ob- 
tained there has been wsed by the people 
of San Francisco since 1855 for roofs 
and pavements. The formation is seve- 
ral hundred feet iu breadth, and of un- 
known length and depth It runs a 
great distance under the sea, andis ex- 
posed in immehse masses in the high 
cliffs immediately overlooking the ocean. 
And there are almost innumerable other 
places along the coast and in the interi- 
or where it has been traced. The new 
State of Nevada, located amidst the lofty 
peaks of the Sierra Nevada, also coi-, 
tains important deposits. of the same) 
valuable material, which, ere long, is| 
destined to become an important item 
among the exports from: this State— |
